3. A/SYG RIZA INFORMED AMB. INDERFURTH THAT ZAIRE PRIME

SECURITY COUNCIL ON THE DRAFT RESOLUTION REGARDING THE 
LIFTING OF THE EMBARGO ON ARMS SUPPLIES TO RWANDA. PM 
KENGO STRESSED THAT IF THE DRAFT RESOLUTION WERE TO BE 
ADOPTED BY THE COUNCIL, ZAIRE WOULD "IMMEDIATELY EXPEL 
FROM ITS TERRITORY ALL THE RWANDESE AND BURUNDESE 
REFUGEES." ZAIRE WOULD ALSO USE "ALL THE MEANS AT ITS

4. RIZA ASKED FOR INFORMATION AND OUR ASSESSMENT OF

INFORMATION FROM THEIR FIELD OFFICES REGARDING POSSIBLE 
PREPARATIONS TO IMPLEMENT THEM. UN HQ HAS ASKED UNAMIR
